CONTRACT FOR THE APPORTIONMENT OF SALES AND USE TAX REVENUE AND THE
PROVISION OF MUNICIPAL SERVICESWITHIN THE UNINCORPORATED AREA
COMMONLY KNOWN AS THE DONUT HOLE

This Contract for the apportionment of sdesand usetax revenue generated by businesses|ocatedwithin
the Donut Hole and for the provison of municipa services to the Donut Hole (the "Contract”) is made by and
between the County of San Bernardino, apolitica subdivison of the State of Cdifornia(the" County") and the
City of Redlands, a nunicipa corporation Stuated in the County of San Bernardino (the "City"), who are
together sometimes referred to herein asthe "Parties.”

RECITALS

WHEREAS, the geographic areaknown asthe Donut Hole (morefully described in Exhibit *A" entitled
"Donut Hole Description™) islocated in the unincorporated area of the County but iscompletely surrounded on
al sdes by the City; and

WHEREAS, both the County and the City have an interest in devel oping, promoting and maximizing the
beneficid use of the Donut Hole as an emerging regiond business center; and

WHEREAS, businesses seeking locationsin the Donut Hole should not become entangled in disputes
between the County and the City over the receipt of sdes and use tax revenue, the provison of municipa
services and other jurisdictiona issues;, and

WHEREAS, the County and the City desire to apportion the sdes and use tax revenue generated by
businesses located in the Donut Hole generdly on the basis of ninety percent (90%) of such sales and use tax
revenue being provided to the City and ten percent (10%) of such slesand usetax revenue being provided to
the County; with the gpportionment formula changing under certain circumstances specified in this Contract to
provide one hundred percent (100%) of the sdes and use tax revenue generated by businesses in the Donut
Hole to the City; and

WHEREAS, in 1998, the voters of California gpproved Proposition No. 11 which amended Article
XI1I, Section 29 of the Cdifornia Congtitution to dlow cities and countiesto enter into contractsto apportion
sdesand usetax revenue, by ordinance or resolution, and upon approva by atwo-thirdsvote of thelegidaive
bodies of the partiesto the contract; and

WHEREAS, the State L egid ature amended Government Code sections 55700 et seg. to providedities
and counties the option to gpprove contracts apportioning ses and use tax revenue consgtent with the
provisons of Article X111, Section 29 of the Cdifornia Condtitution; and

WHEREAS, it isthe intent of the Partiesto approve this Contract for apportionment of sdlesand use
tax revenue and the provision of municipa services by resolution, and by atwo-thirdsvote of the City Council
of the City and atwo-thirds vote of the Board of Supervisors of the County in accordance with Government



Code section 55704.5; and

WHEREAS, the Parties have determined, by resolution, that (1) bus nesses have been established, and
will be established, within the Donut Hole and that consumersresiding in the  nm
tangible persond property from such businesses; (2) that equity requires th% EXHIBIT “A
received by the County and the City from such businesses be apportioned betw .
the benefit of their respective citizens; and (3) that the Chairman of the Board of Supervisorsof the County and
the Mayor of the City of Redlands be authorized to execute this Contract; and

WHEREAS, the County and City desire to gpportion the sles and use tax revenue generated from
businesses in the Donut Hole in the manner specified in this Contract irrespective of present or future
jurisdictional boundaries and subsequent reorganizations of property; and

WHEREAS, Government Code sections 54980 et seq. authorize the legidative body of any loca
agency to contract with any other loca agency for the performance by the latter, for valuable consderation, of
any municipa services or functions within the territory of the former; and

WHEREAS, the Loca Agency Formation Commission of the County of San Bernardino ("LAFCQO")
has approved the City's provision of fire protection, water and wastewater servicesto the Donut Hole and the
City is presently providing such services to the Donut Hole; and

WHEREAS, in addition to fire protection, water and wastewater services, upon approva by the
LAFCO, the City is willing to provide the additiond service of law enforcement to the Donut Hole in
consideration of the County's agreement to apportion sales and use tax revenue; and

WHEREAS, in reliance upon the City's commitment to provide municipa services to the County in
congderation of the County's apportionment of sales and use tax revenue, the County is refraining, and will
continue to refrain, from pursuing viable opportunities to finance and congtruct infrastructure in the Donut Hole
to provide water and wastewater services therein, and to fund and expand its law enforcement and fire
protection operations to provide necessary servicesto the Donut Hole; and

WHEREAS, in reliance upon the County's commitment to gpportion sales and use tax revenue in the
manner specified herein, the City ismaking, and will continue to make, capitd expendituresto obtain equipment
and congruct facilities necessary to provide municipa services on atimely bass to the Donut Hole; and

WHEREAS, it istheintent of the City, after approva of this Contract by the Redlands City Council and
the County's Board of Supervisors to submit an Initiative Ordinance to the qualified voters of the City at the
generd municipa eection scheduled for November 4, 2003, and request the quaified voters of the City to
consent to the extension of the term of this Contract beyond December 31, 2003; and

WHEREAS, City hasissued a permit for the connection to the City water and wastewater system of
approximately 50 acres of land known as Phase| of the Citrus Plaza project, and al water and wastewater fees
have been paid and water meters have been issued and ingtalled in connection with such property; accordingly



Phase| of the Citrus Plaza project hasaprior vested right to obtain water and wastewater service from the City
which vested right will continue whether or not theterm of this Contract is extended by the voters of the City in
accordance with the provisions hereof; and

WHEREAS, it is the intent and understanding of the Parties that this Contract shdl remain operative
after December 31, 2003, only if the qudified voters of the City at the generd municipa eection scheduled for
November 4, 2003, consent to the extension of the term of this Contract beyond December 31, 2003.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consderation of theforegoing recita's, the mutua promises contained herein,
and for such other good and va uable cons deration the receipt of which ishereby acknowledged by the Parties,
the County of San Bernardino and the City of Redlands agree asfollows.

AGREEMENT

Section 1. Definitions. Unlessthe context otherwiserequires, thetermsdefined inthissection shdl,
for dl purposes of this Contract, have the meanings specified herein.

A. "Days' is defined as cdendar days.

B. "Donut Hol€e" isdefined asthat unincorporated area of the County of San Bernardino described
in Exhibit "A" entitled "Donut Hole Description.”

C. "Hscd Year" isdefined as duly 1 through June 30.

D. "Municipa Services' is defined as fire protection services, law enforcement services (not
including animal control servicesor code enforcement services), water and wastewater services, and any related
ingpection and other types of ancillary services (not including plan checking) customarily undertaken by the City
departments which provide fire protection, law enforcement, water and wastewater services.

E "SdesTax Revenue' isdefined asthe amount of salesand usetax disbursed by the State Board
of Equalization to the County or the City under authority granted to the County or the City pursuant to the
Bradley-Burns Uniform Loca Sdesand Use Tax Law (Revenue and Taxation Code sections 7200 et seq.).

Section 2. Apportionment of Sales Tax Revenue. From and after August 12, 2003, the County
and the City shdl apportion Sdes Tax Revenue asfollows:

A. For each individua business generating Sales Tax Revenue in the Donut Hole on August 12,
2003, the City shdll receive ninety percent (90%) of such Sdes Tax Revenue and the County shdl receiveten
percent (10%) of such Sales Tax Revenuefor aperiod of twenty (20) years commencing on August 12, 2003.
At the end of such twenty (20) year period for each such business, on August 12, 2023, the apportionment
formula shal change to provide that the City shal receive one hundred percent (100%) of the Sales Tax
Revenue theresfter.



B. For eachindividud business not generating Sdes Tax Revenuein the Donut Holeon August 12,
2003, and which begins generating Sdles Tax Revenue after August 12, 2003, the City shdl receive ninety
percent (90%) of such Sales Tax Revenue and the County shdl receive ten percent (10%) of such Sdes Tax
Revenue for a period of twenty (20) years commencing on the date of i ssuance of the certificate of occupancy
for the business generating Sales Tax Revenue. At the end of such twenty (20) year period for each such
business, the apportionment formula shdl change to provide that the City shdl receive one hundred percent
(100%) of the Sdles Tax Revenue theresfter.

C. Notwithstanding the provisions of Subsection B, above, and regardless of the number of years
that have passed since the date of issuance of a certificate of occupancy for a business generating Saes Tax
Revenue within the Donut Hole, commencing on August 12, 2028 (twenty-five years after the effective deate of
this Contract) for every business generating Sdes Tax Revenue in the Donut Hole at that time, and every
business generating Sdles Tax Revenue thereafter, the City shal receive one hundred percent (100%) of such
Sdes Tax Revenue until the termination of this Contract pursuant to Section 10 hereof.

D. If the Bradley-Burns Uniform Loca Sales and Use Tax Law (Revenue and Taxation Code
sections 7200 et seq.) ismodified or repealed after July 1, 2003, or if the amounts of Sales Tax Revenueor the
method of disbursement of Sales Tax Revenue is changed after July 1, 2003, such that another form of tax,
revenue or other money (such as, but not limited to, real property taxes, incometaxes, excisetaxesor moniesin
the Education Revenue Augmentation Fund) issubgtituted intota or partia replacement of Sdes Tax Revenue,
such tax, revenue or other money shall be apportioned between the Parties consistent with the apportionment
formulaestablished in this Contract. Further, the County and the City shdl fully cooperate with one another to
amend this Contract as necessary or gppropriateto facilitate the apportionment of such subgtituted tax, revenue
or money in accordance with the gpportionment formulaestablished herein so that theintent of this Contract can
be attained.

E The differing percentage of Sdes Tax Revenue received by the Parties under the various
provisions of this Contract shal be based upon the date that such Sdles Tax Revenue is generated and not on
the date the State Board of Equalization disburses such Sales Tax Revenue to the Parties.

Section 3. Apportionment Payments. The County shdl pay to the City the gppropriate percentage
(as ecified in Section 2 above or Section 6 below) of Sales Tax Revenue received by the County from
businesses in the Donut Hole within sixty (60) days of receipt of such revenue from the State Board of
Equdization. If the City annexessomeor dl of the Donut Hole, the City shdl pay to the County the gppropriate
percentage (as pecificin Section 2 above or Section 6 below) of Sales Tax Revenuereceived by the City from
businesses annexed within sixty (60) days of receipt of such revenue from the State Board of Equdization.

Section 4. Accounting. The County shall provide the City with a Statement of Account upon
request of the City. The Statement of Account shdl include the following: Saes Tax Revenue for the Donut
Hole received by the County to date for the current Fiscal Year; Sdes Tax Revenue for the Donut Hole
received by the County during the preceding Fiscd Year; Sdes Tax Revenue for the Donut Hole disbursed
pursuant to this Contract by the County to the City during the preceding Fisca Y ear; and thetotdl of all Sdes




Tax Revenue dishbursed pursuant to this Contract by the County to the City from August 12, 2003. If the City
annexessomeor dl of the Donut Hole, the City shall provide the same information to the County upon request.

Section 5. Adminigration Cogs. The County's Auditor/Controller/Recorder may deduct from
amounts paid to the City pursuant to Section 3 above the Auditor/Controller/Recorder's reasonable cost of
adminigtering the provisons of this Contract. If the City annexes some or dl of the Donut Hole, the City's
Finance Department may deduct from amounts paid to the County pursuant to Section 3 above the Finance
Department's reasonable cost of administering the provisions of this Contract.

Section 6. Provison of Municipa Services.

A. In congderation of the County's agreement to gpportion Saes Tax Revenue generated by
businesses located within the Donut Hole with the City, commencing on August 12, 2003 and throughout the
term of this Contract, except for law enforcement services, the City will provide the Municipa Servicesto dl
properties within the Donut Hole. The Municipd Serviceswill be made availadle to the properties within the
Donut Hole on a non-discriminatory basis, in accordance with the City'slaws, and at the same level and scope
as such Municipa Services would be provided by the City if the Donut Hole was located within the City's
corporatelimits. provided, however, City may charge established ratesfor providing water and sewer services
outsdethe City (“outsde surcharge’) so long as (i) such rates are charged on anon+discriminatory basisfor dl
areas outside the City, and (ii) such “outside surcharge” shdl not beincreased at agreeter rate than insde City
charges (for customers within the City) are increased.

B. With regard to law enforcement services, the City shdl fileand diligently pursue an gpplication
with LAFCO to provide law enforcement services pursuant to Government Code section 56133 as soon as
practical after August 12, 2003. If LAFCO approves the City's application, the City shall thereafter provide
law enforcement servicesto the Donut Hole congstent with the provisons of this Contract. Notwithstanding the
ninety percent (90%) City and ten percent (10%) County gpportionment and the one hundred percent (100%)
City share of Sales Tax Revenue specified in Section 2, above, until the City is authorized by LAFCO to
provide and actually does provide law enforcement servicesto the Donut Hole, the ninety percent (90%) City
and ten percent (10%) County apportionment and the one hundred percent (100%) City share of Sales Tax
Revenue shdl instead be eighty percent (80%) to the City and twenty percent (20%) to the County.

C. The method, manner and rendition of the Municipa Services, the tandards of performance, the
control and discipline of personnd, and dl other matters relating to the furnishing and performance of the
Municipa Services by the City shall remain under the exclusive direction and control of the City, but &l be
provided on a nondiscriminatory basis.

D. The City shdl furnish and supply dl labor, supervison, supplies, equipment, vehicles and
facilities necessary to provide the Municipa Services with the understanding that:

0] New development requesting water and/or wastewater servicesfrom the City shdl be
required to pay the City’ swater and/or wastewater capital improvement fees, including water source acquisition
charges, and shdl be responsible for the congtruction of local mains and extensions or the payment of frontage



charges for exising mains, pursuant to the same rates and procedures, respectively, established for new
development ingde the City.

E The County shdl not beliablefor the payment of any sdaries, wages or other compensation to
any City employee performing the Municipa Services, whether full time or temporary, and no person employed
by the City to providethe Municipd Servicesshdl haveany County pension, civil serviceor any smilar gatusor
right. The County shdl not be ligble for compensation or indemnity to any City employee for any injury or
sckness arising out of his or her employment unless the injury results from the negligent or wrongful acts or
omission of the County.

F. The Municipa Services described herein are intended to supplement, and not replace, any
mutua aid agreements entered into by the City for the geographica areaiincluding the Donut Hole.

G. Inthe event of any dispute between the Parties asto the extent of the Municipa Servicesto be
provided hereunder, the City Manager and the County Administrative Officer, or their designees, shal meet and
confer in good faith in an effort to resolve the dispute. Each Party agreesto consider reasonable requestsfrom
the other Party for refinements and/or modifications to this Contract cons stent with the genera purposes and
intent as expressed herein, provided that no amendment to this Agreement shal be binding on either Party unless
both Parties agree in writing after appropriate action by the Gity's City Council and the County's Board of
Supervisors.

H. After August 12, 2003, the County shdl fully cooperate with the City and immediately
commence the process of adopting or amending the appropriate County ordinances, resolutions, regulationsand
policiesasthe County, in its sole discretion, determines are reasonably necessary to authorize and facilitate the
City's performance of the Municipa Services, including, but not limited to the City's provison of the ancillary
services of ingpection, enforcement, and the collection of fees for excessive fase darm responses associated
with its provison of the Municipd Services.

l. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary express or implied e sewhere in this Contract, City
agreestodiligently pursuetermination of the Fire Protection Services Agreement, Contract No. 03-0279, with
County Service Area38 as soon aspractical after August 12, 2003. In order to ensure that there are adequate
fire protection services to the Donut Hole at dl times, the agreement for termination of the Fire Protection
Services Agreement, Contract No. 03-0279, with County Service Area 38, may provide for asuspension of
the Fire Protection Services Agreement up through December 31, 2003 and for reinstatement of the Fire
Protection Services Agreement if the City’ s voters do not gpprove the continuation of this Contract. The City
further agreesthat the agreement for termination of the Fire Protection Services Agreement, Contract No. 03-
0279, with County Service Area 38, will require payment by County Service Area38 of only thosefeesfor fire
protection services provided up to and including August 11, 2003.

Section 7. Real Property Taxes. Red property taxesshal bereceived by the City and the County
in accordance with law.

Section 8. Noatifications. All notices, statements, demands, requests, consents, approvals,
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authorizations, terminations, gppointments or designations hereunder by any Party shdl beinwriting and shdl be
sufficiently given and served upon the other Party persondly, or if sent by United States certified mail, return
recel pt requested, postage prepaid and addressed as follows:

Either party may change its address by giving written notice thereof to the other in accordance with the
provisionsof this Section. Noticesshall bedeemed, for al purposes, to have been given on the date of persona
service or three (3) days following the deposit of the same in the custody of the United States Postal Service.

Section 9. Authority to Execute. The persons executing this Contract warrant and represent that
they have the authority to execute this Contract in behdf of their respective Parties and that such authority has
been confirmed by resolution of the Partiesin accordance with Government Code section 55704.5.

Section 10. Term

A. This Contract shall commence on the date it has been approved by both the City and County,
and terminate on December 31, 2003, unless the qudified voters of the City approve the Initiative Ordinance
subgtantidly in the form attached hereto as Exhibit "B" entitled “Initiative Ordinance’ and consent to the
extension of the term of this Contract beyond December 31, 2003.

B. If the qualified voters of the City gpprove the Initiative Ordinance subgtantidly in the form
attached hereto as Exhibit "B" entitled “Initiative Ordinance” and consent to the extension of this Contract
beyond December 31, 2003, this Contract shdl continuein full force and effect until thelater of: (&) the date on
which al of the property comprising the Donut Hole has become annexed to the City; or, (b) August 12, 2028,
a which time this Contract shdl terminate.

Section11.  Default. If ether the City or the County fals to perform any of its obligations as
provided in this Contract, and if the nonperforming party fails to cure its falure within thirty (30) days after
notice of non-performanceis given by the other Party, then the nonperforming party will be in default and the
other party will haveal of the remedieswhich areavailabletoit at law or in equity, specificaly including but not
limited to the right to suspend any otherwise required payments of Sales Tax Revenue to the nonperforming
party; provided, however, that if the failure to perform cannot reasonably be cured within such thirty (30) day
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period, then the nonperforming party will not be in default of this Contract if it commences to cure its
nonperformance within such 30 day period and theresfter diligently and in good faith prosecutes such cure to
completion. Without limiting the effect of the foregoing, the Parties acknowledge and agree that the subject
matter of thisContract is unique and that money damages may beinadequate to compensate the non-defaulting
party and therefore, at the eection of the non-defaulting party, this Contract may be specificaly enforced.

Section12.  Waiver. Any waiver by one of the Parties of any breach of any one or more of the
termsof this Contract shal not be construed to be awaiver of any subsequent or other term hereof. Failureon
the part of either Party to require exact, full and complete compliancewith any term of this Contract by the other
Party shall not be construed asin any manner changing theterms of this Contract, nor sopping the enforcement
thereof.

Section 13.  Severdbility. If any term, provision, covenant, or condition of thisContractisheldby a
court of competent jurisdiction to be invaid, void or unenforcegble, the remaining provisions of this Contract
shdl nevertheless continue in full force without being impaired or invaidated in any way to the extent that the
intent of the Parties for entering into this Contract can be implemented.

Section 14.  Governing Law. ThisContract shal be governed by and construed in accordancewith
the laws of the State of Cdifornia This Contract was entered into and isintended to be performed in San
Bernardino County, Cdifornia. Venuefor any action brought by ether of the Partiesshdl bethe Superior Court
of Cdifornia, County of San Bernardino, Central Didtrict. Each of the Parties hereby waivesany rule of law or
rule of court that would alow it to request or demand achangein venue. If any action concerning this Contract
is brought by any third party, the Parties shdl use their best efforts to obtain a change in venue to the Centra
Didtrict of San Bernardino County.

Section 15.  Attorney Fees and Codts. If any legd actionisingituted to enforce any of the Parties
rights hereunder, each of the Parties shdl bear its own costs and attorneys fees, regardiess of who is the
prevailing party. This paragraph shal not apply to those costsand attorneys feesdirectly arisng fromathird-
party legd action against aparty hereto and payable under Section 17, entitled “Indemnification”

Section16.  Jury Trid Walver. The Parties hereby waive their respectiverightstotrid by jury and
agree to accept trid by judge done for any cause of action, clam, counterclaim or cross-complant in any
action, proceeding and/or hearing brought by either of the Parties againgt the other on any matter arising out of,
or in any way connected with, this Contract, the relationship of the Parties or any claim or injury or damage, or
the enforcement of any remedy under any law, Satute, or regulation, emergency or otherwise, now or heresfter
in effect.

Section 17. Indemnification.

A. The City agrees to indemnify and hold harmless the County and its authorized officers,
employees, agentsand volunteersfrom any and dl dlams, actions, losses, damages, and/or liability arising from
City’sand its authorized officers, employees , agents and volunteers' acts, errors, or omissons and for any
costs or expensesincurred by County on account of any claim therefore, except where such indemnification is



prohibited by law.

B. The County agrees to indemnify and hold harmless the City and its authorized officers,
employees, agentsand volunteersfrom any and dl daims, actions, losses, damages, and/or liability arisng from
County’ sand itsauthorized officers , employees , agents and volunteers' acts, errors, or omissonsand foray
cogts or expenses incurred by City on account of any clam therefore, except where such indemnification is
prohibited by law.

Section 18. | ndependent Capacity.

A. The City, its dected officids, officers, employees and agents are acting in an independent
capacity during the term of this Contract and not as officers, employees or agents of the County, nor shal they
have authority to contract for or in behdf of, or incur obligations in behaf of, the County.

B. The County, its eected officids, officers, employees and agents are acting in an independent
cgpacity during theterm of this Contract and not as officers, employees or agents of the City, nor shdl they have
authority to contract for or in behdf of, or incur obligations in behaf of, the City.

Section19. No Joint Venture. The Partiesto this Contract renounce the existence of any form of
joint venture or partnership between them and agree that nothing contained in this Contract or in any document
executed in connection with this Cortract shal be construed as making the Parties joint venturers or partners.

Section20.  Exhibits All exhibits mentioned in this Contract are attached hereto and incorporated
herein by reference.

Section21.  Incorporation of Recitals. The Recitals are incorporated in this Contract.

Section22.  Sections and Captions. All referencesto “ sections’ refer to Sections of this Contract,
unless otherwise stated. Captions arefor convenience of reference only and do not congtitute a portion of this
Contract.

Section23.  Further Assurances. Each of the Partiesshadl, upon therequest of the other Party, take
such other actions, including but not limited to those actions described in subsection 6H hereof, and sign such
other documents (in recordable form, if required) asmay be reasonably required to effectuate thetermsof this
Contract.

Section24.  Consent. Whenever consent or gpprova of any of the Parties is required under this
Contract or to implement its provisions, that Party shall not unreasonably withhold or delay such consent or
gpproval.

Section25.  Entire Agreement/Amendment.  This Contract contains the entire agreement and
understanding between the Parties with respect to the subject matter hereof. Thereareno ora understandings,
terms, conditionsor promises, and neither of the Parties hasrelied upon any representation, expressor implied,
not contained in this Contract. This Contract may be amended, in writing, at any time by the mutua consent of
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the Parties. No amendment shdl have any force or effect unless prepared and executed in writing and approved
by City's City Council and County's Board of Supervisors.

Section 26.  No Presumption Regarding Drafter. The Partiesacknowledge and agreethat theterms
and provisonsof this Contract have been negotiated and discussed between the Parties and their attorneys, and
this Contract reflectstheir mutua agreement regarding the same. Because of the nature of such negotiationsand
discussions, it would be inappropriate to deem any party to be the drafter of this Contract, and therefore no
presumption for or againg vaidity, or asto any interpretation hereof, based upon theidentify of the drafter shall
be gpplicable in interpreting or enforcing this Contract.

Section27.  Signatories. Inaccordancewith the requirements of Government Code section 55705,
each of the persons signing this Contract in behalf of its respective Party is authorized, by resolution, to do so.
